MOSCOW, March 20 (AP) — 
The Soviet government has pro- 
tested sharply to Turkey against 
a mutual security pact that 
country is negotiating with Pak- 
istan and has warned that “the 
Turkish government must bear 
full responsibility for the con- 
sequences.” 

The protest was in a Kremlin 
note handed to the Turkish 
charge d'affaires in Moscow 
Thursday. It was made public 
today. 

The note declared the Turk- 
ish-Pakistani pact has a direet 
relation to the security of the 
Soviet Union” and “cannot but 
worsen the situation in the Near 
and Middle Zast.and in South- 
east Asia.

U.S. PRODUCING 
NERVE GAS THAT 
KILLS IN SECONDS 


DENVER, March 20 (AP)—A 
nerve gas, capable of penetrating 
to a person’s central nervous 
system and killing in less than 
30 seconds, is in top-secret pro- 
duction at the Rocky Mountain 
Arsenal near Denver. . 

Lt. Col. S. J. Efnor, deputy 
commanding officer, declined to 
reveal for how long the arsenal 
has manufactured the deadly 
gas. (The United Press said the 
gas was odorless, tasteless and 
invisible.) 

He said the arsenal's “primary 
function is one of production,” 
and added no tests were made 
with the gas at the heavily- 
guarded military installation. 

The Rocky Mountain News, a 
Denver morning daily news- 
paper, said in a_ copyrighted 
article that Maj. Gen. E. F. Bul- 
lene, chief Army chemical offi- 
cer, first made known that 
“G-gas” was being made at the 
arsenal. The News said the gas 
is “so deadly. . a tiny drop of 
the liquid from which the gas 
is made ... will kill a man in 
30 seconds.” 

It quoted Gen. Bullene that 
“There is no cause for Denver 
people to fear it. All. possible 
safety precautions have been 
taken.” 

Some idea of the gas’s de- 
structive power was given in 
this comparison: Gas from a sin- 
gle bomb the size of a quart 
fruit jar could. kill every living 
thing within a cubic mile, de- 
pending-on wind and weather 
conditions.

CUMBERLAND, Md., March 
20 (AP)—A party of 34 hikers,

WASHINGTON, March 20— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles assured the Senate yes- 
terday that President Eisenhow- 
er would consult Congress 
before ordering retaliation 
against agression unless he de- 
cided the attack was “the pre- 
view of an attack against the 
United States itself.“ 


Appearing at a crowded meet- 
ing of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions .committee, Dulles also 
sought to reassure this country's 
allies that they, too, would 
consulted on the question of 
massive American retaliation 
against an aggressor. He noted 
that the use of most of this 
country’s air bases abroad is 
subject to approval by local gov- 
ernments. 

Possible Exceptions. 

While seeking to reassure the 
Senate that President Eisen- 
hower would consult Congress 
before plunging this country 
into war, Dulles warned that the 
circumstances of the aggression 
might be such that the Presi- 
dent would be compelled to act 
first to defend the United States 
and consult Congress later. 

For example, he said that “as 
of today” he believes that a So- 
viet attack on Paris would be 
“the equivalent of a declaration 
of war against the United 
States” and would justify the 
President in ordering instant re- 
taliation. He said this is be- 
cause France is an essential ele- 
ment in the field of American 
vital interests. 

Dulles stressed his view that 
the North Atlantic Treaty de- 
fines an area in Europe of vital 
American interests which the 
President is pledged Ao defend.

In its action the Senate com- 
mittee eliminated some of the 
House-passed reductions but 
added more of its own, increase 
ing the expected loss in revenue 
to about $962,000,000. 

Most of the increase is ac- 
counted for in a proposal to end 
admittance taxes on movie tick- 
ets costing less than 60 cents, 
The House cut the tax on en- 
tertainment admissions from 20 
to 10 per cent but had refused 
to eliminate the tax on lower- 
priced tickets. 

There appeared to be over- 
whelming sentiment in the Sen- 
ate for the cuts. 

Floor Fight Predicted.

Colorado, of the Finance Com- 
mittee, predicted the Senate 
would go along with its action, 
although Senator Byrd Dem), 
Virginia, predicted there would 
be a floor fight on the reduc- 
tions in excises.

Tonight I shall place before 
the greatest of all juries, the 
American people, an indictment 
of 20 counts, picked at random, 
which at best constitute gross 
stupidity—or at worst, treason.”

“The acts (of aggression) 
themselves,” he said, “would re- 
solve whatever theoretical prob- 
lems might have been raised in 
advance.”

In speaking of the President’s 
powers, Dulles appeared to back 
away somewhat from sweeping 
remarks he made at his news 
conference Tuesday. At that 
time Dulles contended that the 
14-nation North Atlantic Treaty 
and the 21-country inter-Ameri- 
can defense treaty gave the 
President “a right” to counter- 
attack without advance congres- 
sional approval when a member 
country was hit by surprise. 

Dulles told the Senators yes- 
terday these treaties gave the 
President no special rights but 
that under the Constitution 
“the President has the right to 
do what he believes is in the 
interests of the United States.” 
The extent has to be a mat- 
ter of his own judgment,” he 
said. “One of the facts which 
he may use to make his decision 
is that there are such treaties.” 

No Abrupt Change, He Says. 

Dulles said the military policy 
is “not a new policy at all so 
far as I am concerned” and in- 
volved no “abrupt, revolutionary 
change” in the military linéup, 
but rather an evolution“ —a 
buildup of air and new weapons 
strength. 

He said selectivity—in terms 
of weapons, time and places to 
fight—was the key to achieving 
security at less cost than by 
“merely meeting the enemy 
where he attacks.” 

As an example, he said that 
if the Communists resume ag- 
gression in Korea, the military 
will ask the President what poli- 
cies would govern retaliation. 

One way to meet the attack, 
he said, was to build up great 
ground strength in Korea. An- 
other way, he said, would be to 
knock out airfields and indus- 
trial capacity beyond the Yalu. 

He said that in the Adminis- 
tration’s conception, what 
should -be created to meet new 
aggression in Korea was a 
force that was completely mo- 
bile — one that within hours 
could be equally available for 
use half way around the world, 
rather than a “great force” that 
would be tied down in Korea. 

Questioned on Indochina. 

Pressed as to what the United 
States would do if Communist 
China moves to the attack in 
Indochina, Dulles said that un- 
der present conditions it would 
not use atomic weapons there. 
He said it would rely primarily 
on air and naval power. 

But he maintained his pre- 
vious position that the United 
States would not be confined to 
acting alone in Indochina, but 
might select other targets, if 
the Chinese Communists went 
into that country. 

“The heart of the thing is 
that we can make aggression so 
expensive to the aggressor that 
it would not be worth while,” 
Dulles said.

Potter to Question Him

‘WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—Senator Charles E. Potter 


(Rep.), Michigan, said today Pvt. 


G. David Schine, a drafted for- 
mer aid to Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, will be asked 
under oath whether McCarthy 
or others really did get the 
Army to give Schine special 
favored treatment. 

McCarthy’s Permanent Inves- 
tigations subcommittee has voted 
to investigate the row between 
McCarthy and Army officials. 
Involved are accusations that 
McCarthy and Roy M. Cohn, 
subcommittee counsel, experted 
improper pressures to win spe- 
cial favors for Schine, and Mc- 
Carthy’s counter-charges of 
“blackmail” against top Army 
officials. 

The Army charged last week 
that Cohn sought special treat- 
ment, including weekend and 
nightly passes, for his friend 
Schine. The Army said many 
of the favors Cohn demanded— 
and got—for Schine involved 
weekend passes and permission 
to leave the post every evening. 
These privileges, usually denied 
recruits in training, were sought, 
committee sources said, 80 
Schine could finish a sub- 
committee report on which he 
was working. 

Other Soldiers to Be Heard. 

Potter. a member of the sub- 
committee, told reporters he will 
insist on testimony by Schine 
and some of his fellow soldiers 
to show whether the wealthy 
young draftee ever got any of 
the special favors that have 
been reported. 

Potter, a decorated hero who 
lost both legs in World War II. 
said evidence of special favor 
“would not necessarily reflect 
on Schine, but it would reflect 
on the Army.” 

“I understand,” the Senator 
said, “that after a certain period 
he became a good soldier.” 

(Cohn admitted to the Inter- 
national News Service he made 
about a dozen phone calls to the 
commanding general's office at 
Fort Dix, N.J., regarding Schine 
but labeled as “a damn lie” any 
charge of wrongdoing. 

(I want one thing to be made 
absolutely clear regarding those 
phone calls to Fort Dix,” Cohn 
said. “There were absolutely no 
threats, no pressure; no special 
privileges, were asked; and 
there ak absolutely nothing 
improper.

Also London Will Re- 
open Gold Market, 
Closed Since Start of 
World War II. 


LONDON, March 20 (UP)— 
Britain announced today it would 
relax restrictions on the use of 
British currency by 24 nations 
as a step toward a return to nor- 
mal in the financial world. 

At the same time, the treas- 
ury authorized the reopening 
Monday of London’s interna- 
tional gold market, closed since 
the outbreak of World War II. 

Neither the United States nor 
Canada is among the nations 
slated for decontrol, and the 
easing of exchange restrictions 
does not mean Britain is ready 
to restore “convertibility” — the 
free exchange of British pounds 
for dollars or gold. 

Decontrol is effective imme- 
ditely in nations, including 
four Soviet satellites. It takes 
effect later in the other three 
countries. 

All 24 nations had been bi- 
lateral countries,” each required 
to negotiate separately the ques- 
tion of its use of British cur- 
rency. 

They now, become “transfer- 
able account countries,” free to 
use British money as they 
choose among themselves and 
within the “sterling area.” They 
still are forbidden to use Brit- 
ish pounds to purchase United 
States or Canadian dollars. 

The 21 countries decontrolled 
immediately are Argentina, 
Brazil, Paraguay, Peru, Uru- 
guay, both Nationalist and Com- 
munist China, Japan, Switzer- 
land, France, Belgium, Portugal, 
Communist Bulgaria, Soviet Ger- 
many, Red Romania, Yugoslavia, 
Israel, Lebanon, Syria, Tangier 
and Vatican City. 

Restrictions on Iran, Turkey 

and Red Hungary will be lifted 
as soon as arrangements have 
been completed. 
The reopening of the London 
gold market has no direct con- 
nection with the exchange de- 
control, but both moves are ex- 
pected to help restore London’s 
prestige as an international fi- 
nancial center. 

The reopened market will 
handle transactions in British 
currency for buyers and sellers 
of gold outside the sterling area. 


EISENHOWER SIGNS

price supports this year. 

The bill would increase to 
$8,500,000,000 the borrowing 
power of the Agriculture De- 

artment’s Commodity Credit 

orporation. 

This is the agency which sup- 
ports farm prices, and Senator 
Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, said in 
Senate debate on the bill that 
it was down to its last $250,000,- 
000. He explained it has in- 
vested $6,500,000,000 in the pro- 
gram, accumulating vast stocks 
of surplus farm products—cot- 
ton, wheat, butter and other 
commodities. 

Aiken said the new funds 
should be enough to carry out 
promised price supports on all 
of this year’s crops unless there 
are unusually heavy harvests, 
or a sharp decline in business 
activity. In either of those 
cases, Aiken said, the CCC will 
be back asking Congress for 
more money.

Source of Greatest Strength. 

He said the free world’s co- 
alition had one great and for- 
tuitous advantage: “If there is 
nothing the Kremlin wants so 
much as to rule the world, 
there is nothing the United 
States wants less than to rule 
the world. To cling to that 
truth with clarity, sincerity and 
humility will be our greatest 
strength in the trials of leader- 
ship.” 

Stevenson looked toward a fu- 
ture determined largely by the 
way Americans bear their citi- 
zenship: 

“In the last analysis, the 
struggle for civilization will be 
determined by what Americans 
are capable of.

CARACAS, March 20 (Up) 
A subcommittee of the tenth 
inter-American conference over. 
rode United States opposition 
yesterday to approve by a vote 
of 13 to 1 a measure calculated 
to weaken the Western embargo 
on strategic shipments to the 
Communist world. 

During debate on the meas- 
ure, Mexican Delegate Ricardo- 
Torres Gaitan accused the Unit- 
ed States of discriminating. 
against Latin American nations 
in favor of North Atlantic 
Treaty members in apportion- 
ing financial aid. 

The vote and Torres’s charge. 
dramatized the Latin American 
unity against the United States 
on economic issues which has 
characterized the conference 
here. 

The measure approved yester- 
day recommends inter-American 
consultation before any com- 
modity is classified as strategic. 
It was proposed by Chile, which 
has shown increasing eagerness 
in recent months to sell stra- 
tegic copper to the Reds. 


Series of Demands. 
By the Associated Press, 

n a number of lengthy sub- 
committee meetings, the eco- 
nomic experts called for elimi- 
nation of trade restrictions on 
raw materials, compensation for 
losses due to bars on selling 
strategic materials to iron cur- 
tain countries and expansion of 
credit facilities for the pur- 
chase of manufactured goods. 

The United States—primary 
target of most of these propos-. 
als—abstained from nearly all 
votes to await final committee 
action. 

The Latin delegates also ap-.

Nearly 20 meetings were held 
by various committees, subcom- 
mittees and working groups. 
Some of the sessions lasted 
hours, and the delegates waded 
through a sea of resolutions in 
an effort to close the 20-nation 
conference by March 28.

Bogota Pact Revision Begins. 

The political and juridical 
committee began work on re- 
vising the Bogota pact for peace- 
ful settlement of hemisphere 
disputes. Thirteen nations have 
refused to ratify the pact since 
its adoption six years ago be- 
cause of disagreement over 
many of its clauses. 

The social committee. ap- 
proved watered-down steps to 
protect human rights in the 
hemisphere after killing an Uru- 
guayan move to set up a com- 
mission to study freedom of ex- 
pression in American countries.

The compromise proposal, de- 
livered to the Mayor by Alder- 
man Everett J. Taylor, chair- 
man of the committee, would 
have retained the present park- 
ing prohibitions on Olive and 
Pine streets in the downtown 
area by having the city adminis- 
tration delay installations of 
parking meters as required by 
the bill. 

The bill will permit one-hour 
parking during off-peak hours 
on these and seven other down- 
town streets as soon as parking 
meters are installed. It also 
requires installation of meters 
within 60 days after the bill be- 
eomes effective. 

The measure is presently 
awaiting action by the Mayor 
who has announced he will veto 
it. If his veto is overidden, it 
will become effective immedi- 
ately because it carries an 
emergency clause. 

In rejecting the proposal yes- 
terday, Mayor Tucker said the 
city administration had no choice 
but to enforce the bill if it be- 
comes an ordinance and also 
that the proposal was imprac- 
ticable. 

Meanwhile, an aldermanic 
fight was shaping up on the ex- 
pected veto. Majority Floor 
Leader Louis Berra announced 
he would work. to sustain the 
veto and Alderman Ben Oliver 
of the Sixth Ward began an ef- 
fort to get votes to override it.

At the end 
of February, the Government’s 
books looked this way:

Deficit 8,176,036,595 
The deficit shrank by approxi- 
mately $1,500,000,000 in February 
and big March 15 tax collections 
are reducing it more. This is 
the time of year when the Treas- 
ury collects more money than it 
spends, 

Collections stand to be bol- 
stered this year by the fact that 
before June 30 corporations 
must pay 90 per cent of the taxes 
they owe on last year’s earnings, 
which were the biggest ever. The 
tax reform bill now before Con- 
gress could cut a little off esti- 
mated revenues, however, by 
reducing certain excise taxes on 
April 1.

INDUSTRY RANGE 


Felt by Mid-March in 
Nearly All Major 
Areas, Labor Depart- 
ment Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—Unemployment has con- 
tinued to mount, the Depart- 
ment of Labor says, and by mid- 


March was being felt in almost 
all the major industrial areas. 


In a report issued late yes- 
terday, the department's bur- 
reau of Employment Security 
said it found that joblessness 
had spread by mid-March from 
the automobile, farm machin- 
ery, aircraft and household ap- 
pliance manufacturing fields to 
a wide range of industries” 
such as basic steel, textiles, ship- 
building, electronics and elec- 
trical equipment. 


The bureau said, however, 
there were signs the increase 
in joblessness had slowed down 
and reported a slight drop ear- 
dy in March in insured unem- 
ployment. 

March was designated by 
President Eisenhower as an em- 
ployment thermometer. He told 
a press conference Feb. 17 that 
an upswing in employment gen- 
erally is noted in March. If 


this year, the President added, 
the Government might have to 
take measures, perhaps includ- 
ing tax reduction. 


TV Appeal te Nation. 

Last Monday night the Presi- 
dent went to the nation with a 
radio and television appeal 
against a Demorcatic income tax 
cut drive. In that eech he 
said economic conditions. “do 
not call for an emergency pro- 
gram that would justify larger 
federal deficits and further in- 
flation through large additional 
tax reductions at this time.” 


Eisenhower said “some unem- 
ployment” has cropped up in 
various parts of the nation, but 
he contended that the country 
as a whole “continues to be 
prosperous.” The President 
said joblessness is no higher 
than it was in the spring of 
1950, the eve of the Korean 
war outbreak. 

The Census Bureau's most re- 
cent unployment count was 3,- 
671,000 for February. 

However, there were some op- 
timistic signs even as BES re- 
ported that virtually all of the 
149 major job areas surveyed 
reflected “adversely - affected 
employment conditions“ be- 
tween mid-January fand mid - 
March. 


For one thing, BES said in a 
separate report that there had 
been a slight drop—12,500—in 
joblessness among workers cov- 
ered by unemployment compen- 
sation. This brought the total 
as of March 6 to 2,200,600. 
Drop in New Aid Claims. 
Furthermore, BES reported 
that during the following week 
new claims for jobless pay to- 
taled 310,600—8200 fewer than 
were filed during the week 
ended March 6. 
Unemployment compensation 
figures give only part of the job 
picture, since not many more 
than half the nation’s workers 
are covered by this program. 
BES, in its discussion of the 
situation in mid-March, also said 
the employment drop-off had 
slowed in the industries that 
bore the brunt of the winter un- 
employment, It said employment 
in the trade and construction 
fields dropped a bit in almost all 
the areas it studied, but the 
bureau emphasized this was nor- 
mal in winter.

While these officials explore a possible new 
route for the Daniel Boone expressway, and 
while the county prepares to vote again on a 
bond issue to help finance its share of express- 
way costs, not enough attention is being paid to 


the crucial shortcoming in the program as it 


stands—its time schedule, 

If every problem in connection with the Ozark, 
Mark Twain and Daniel Boone expressways is 
solved, if the go-ahead is given for these three 
limited access trafficways northwest, west and 
southwest from the downtown area, still under 
present plans it will be 20 years before the last 
stages of these projects are completed. 

Three radial expressways in 1975 do not solve 
the St. Louis area problem. What is needed are 
three radial expressways now. A drastic revamp- 
ing of the time schedule is called for—one that 
will point toward completion of the Ozark, Mark 
Twain and Daniel Boone projects by 1957 or 
1959, instead of over the next 20 years. 

How can it be done? First it should be noted 
that expressways cost a.lot of money. According 
to state estimates, subject to change if a new 
Daniel Boone route is selected, the three projects 
may cost $97,000,000 for construction and $46, 
000,000 for right-of-way. 

Deducting one-half of the cost of right-of-way, 
which is to be met by the county and city gov- 
ernments as their contribution to the projects, 
we are left with a total, to. be financed out of 
state and federal highway funds allocated to the 
St. Louis area, of about $120,000,000. 

Rex M. Whitton, chief engineer for the Mis- 
souri Highway Commission, has made clear that 
nearly $8,000,000 of state and federal funds are 
available each year for the St. Louis area. That 
is enough to pay for the three expressways—but 
only if construction ig spread over 20 years. 

Why would it not make good sense to build all 
three expressways now, finance the construction 
with bond issues, and pay off the bond issues 
with the state and federal funds? 

There is every reason to believe that $8,000,000 
a year would more than amortize the cost of the 
expressways over 20 years, The extra values to 
the community of building the expressways with- 
out delay could justify the sums that would be 
paid out in interest over that time. 

Whether the state would consent to such an 
arrangement we do not know. The state has con- 
sented, however, to a somewhat similar arrange- 
ment with respect to a Missouri river bridge at 
Kansas City. There, Kansas City issued bonds 
in order to build the bridge immediately; it will 
charge tolls to repay the bonds; and the state 
has committed a part of its urban highway funds 
to guarantee the transaction and make good any 
deficiency in tolls. . 

There would be, and ought to be, no tolls on 
the St. Louis expressways. Nevertheless it should 
be possible with creative effort to work out an 
arrangement by which the city, or the county, 
or some agency representing both, became a fis- 
cal agent for the expressways, issued bonds to 
finance them, and then received state and fed- 
eral highway funds to amortize the bonds. 

Certainly the effort should be made. Without 
it, the St, Louis area may find its radial ex- 
pressways out of date before they are completed. 
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An Inch at a Time 

St. Louis is again inching ahead toward de- 
velopment of a public park and private housing 
project in the Plaza district, and that is worth 
some notice. Progress on the project has been 
so slow, so agonizingly slow, that even a slight 
forward movement is worth cheering. | 

The project has experienced a year marked by 
one exceedingly low point, one high point and 
very little of anything else. The low point came 
a year ago when the first $1,500,000 bond issue 
was defeated by a small margin in the municipal 
primary election. The high point was reached 
about six months later when the proposal was 
resubmitted and passed. Since then, despite the 
mandate for swift action, progress has been 
measured in inches. It will be a while yet before 
the dirt begins to fly. 

The next big stumbling block is the lawsuit 
testing the city’s right to participate in the urban 
redevelopment phase of the project. The Board 
of Aldermen has finally cleared the way for 
that by passing two bills that will permit the 
Land Clearance for Redevelopment Authority 
to proceed. How long it will take to get a 
decision out of the courts is anybody's guess. 
But the sooner the suit is filed the sooner the 
question can be adjudicated. 
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Germany Is “All Set” 


West German Chancellor Adenauer put all his 
eggs in the Western basket long ago. Latest con- 
firmation of this was the vote of the Bundesrat, 
upper chamber of the Bonn parliament, approv- 
ing constitutional changes which will allow the 
drafting of men 18 and older and their enroll- 
ment in the proposed European army. 

Except for the formality of signing by Presi- 
dent Heuss, this means that West Germany is 
“all set” for its role in the defense of Europe— 
unless Adenauer’s political opponents, now woe- 
fully weak, can dream up some new legalistic 
barrier, a prospect the more unlikely because 
of the political division of Germany’s top tribunal 
into a so-called “black court” and “red court.” If 
it was ever safe to predict that judges will follow 
the election returns, this seems to be the case. 

As has been apparent for some time, France 
rather than Germany stands as the chief obstacle 
to the creation of the international army which, 
paradoxically, was first suggested by the French. 
The Foreign Affairs Committee of the French 
Assembly already has asked the French High 
Commissioner in Germany to veto Bonn's consti- 
tutional changes. This veto, of course, would be 
withdrawn if the Assembly voted for French 
EDC, participation. ; : 


Foreign Minister Bidault is for it. Powerful ele- 
ments, however, wish to postpone a decision at 
least until the end of the forthcoming Geneva 
conference with the Russians and the Red Chi- 


nese, These elements want France to have every ~ 

bargaining advantage to bring an end 
to the Indochinese war. Then there is the French 
right-wing bloc which is afraid ot a rearmed 
Germany;: and the French Commumtiists, of course,

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Happy Birthday, G. O. P. 

March 20 is the day which Vice President 
Nixon and the Republican party finally con- 
cluded to be the G.O.P.’s birthday. Hence the 
descent of the Vice and many other 
Republicans on Ripon, Wis., and its 5619 inhabi- 
tants-to commemorate the event and light, not a 
hundred candles, but a “freedom flame.” 

For many years there has been some dispute 
ds to just where the Grand Old Party actually 
sprang to life, full-armed against slavery. In 
1854 there were various meetings of Whigs, Dem- 
ocrats and Free Soilers opposed to the slave 
system. But when 53 Ripon voters of similar per- 
suasion met in a little schoolhouse on a cold 
spring day, they came out with the name “Re- 
publican.” ' 

In that time the slavery question and the Kan- 
sas-Nebraska Act were the major issues, and the 
G. O. P. was not very grand and not old at all. It 
was hardly even a party. In Whig and Demo- 
cratic circles, in fact, the Republicans were 


viewed as more than slightly radical, or as up- 


starts who wanted to upset apple carts across 
the Union. 

If, in retrospect, that may seem somewhat 
strange, it also should be recorded that the Re- 
publican party of that early day drew its 
strength from factions, instead of producing 
them. E pluribus unum—Eastern Whigs, North- 
ern Democrats, Western Free Soilers. — 

More than a flame of fréedom was kindled in 
Ripon. There was lighted also the fire of the two- 
party system, which had been dwindling through 
years of confusion in the ranks of Whigs and 
Democrats. The Republicans appeared with an 
issue, which others had failed to grasp, and in 
six years they had a lease on the White House, 
taken out in the name of A. Lincoln. 

For a hundred years the Republicans have 
done well by themselves, the country and even 
the Democrats, who might easily send their 
congratulations to Ripon. For by now it is 
hard to imagine Democrats without Republicans, 
or vice versa. Without each other, they would 
have no fun at all, nor would the voters, Two 
can live together better than one, and they 
have to, in a democracy. | 
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His Own Best; Example 

Senator McCarthy’s so-called “reply” to Adlai 
Stevenson was all McCarthy and a yard wide. 

In addition to the “20 years of treason” 
theme, the wild man from Wisconsin replayed 
a more recent favorite—the idea that some 
Communist “rule book” instructs members of 
that party to stir up fights between McCarthy 
and President Eisenhower. Ex-Gov. Stevenson 
thus is accused of using “the Communist method 
of attacking” McCarthy and the G.O. p. 

This is pure McCarthy in three respects. 
Fitst, there is some doubt about the validity of 
the “documents” on which it is based. Second, 
this charge enables McCarthy to classify all 
his critics in one great category of followers of 
the Communist line; And finally, the accusa- 
tion applies to nobody as well as it applies to 
Senator McCarthy himself. 

Is there anybody else, after all, who stirs up 
fights between the Senator and the President 
more actively than McCarthy does? 
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Neglected Job in Congress 

Committees of Congress responsible for hear- 
ings on United States adherence to the Universal 
Copyright Convention ought to get ahead with 
that important work. The subject has been be- 
fore each of three committees concerned for 
more than six months, and yet no hearings have 
been held. 

The commiftees involved are: 

Senate Foreign Relations, Wiley of Wisconsin, 
chairman. 

Senate Judiciary, Langer of North Dakota, 
chairman. 

House Judiciary, Chauncey W. Reed of Illinois, 
chairman. 

The new convention succeeds the Berne Copy- 
right Union, which the United States has stayed 
out of because of the sweeping naturę of its pro- 
tection. The only other hold-outs are Russia, 
China, and the Spanish-American republics. 

Authors, composers and artists from other 
countries can gain copyright protection in the 
United States only through burdensome proce- 
dures. Their eounterparts in this country gain 
protection in Berne-Union countries through the 
technicality of token publication in Canada, an 
adherent to the Berne convention. 

The result has been ill. will for the United 
States abroad, and a precarious protection. in- 
ternationally for works from the United States. 
Secretary of State Dulles and President Eisen- 
hower have recommended adherence to the 


Universal Convention and enactment of pend- : 


ing legislation to make it effective. 

So far this matter has been lost in the legisla- 
tive shuffle, Will not the chairmen of the respon- 
sible committees schedule the convention and its 
accompanying legislation for prompt hearings 
and early report to both Houses? 


Prime Minister Nehru’s Congress party has 
suffered a serious setback in local elections in 
Travancore-Cochin, a densely populated state 
in southwest India.

Ira N. Gabrielson, president of the 
Wildlife Management Institute, opened 
a national conservation conference at 
the Palmer House with a charge that 
the “gimme boys” seeking to exploit 
public lands have moved in on the 
Eisenhower Administration and Con- 
gress. 


He specified a long list of charges. 
Among them were allegations that the 
Interior and Agriculture departments, 
in whose care na- 
tional resources 
have been placed, 
have been lax in 
opposing legisla- 
tive raids. 

He placed par- 
ticular emphasis on 
the efforts of the 
Reclamation bu- 
reaucrats to ruin 
the Dinosaur Na- 
tional Monument 
by the construction 
of a public power 
and irrigation dam, 
and the D’Ewart 
bill to give stock- 
men greatly increased privileges in 
grazing their cattle in national forests. 


These and the other measures that 
Mr. Gabrielson indicted are highly — 
troversial, but on most of them he wou 
seem to be on the side of the angels. 

He noted that some of the attempted 
grabs, successful in congressional com- 
mittees, were beaten when they got to 
the floor of Congress. 


His observations all point to the fact 
that the American political system tends 
to further the aims of special interests 
and pressure groups, It does so by 
giving them the right to formulate leg- 
islation. 

Members of the Labor committees of 
the House and Senate have generally

been under the influence of the labor 
bosses. 

Only in recent years, through the 
alliance of Southern conservative Dem- 
ocrats with Republicans, has there been 
any impartial approach to labor legis- 
lation. 

Most of the members of the com- 
mittees on agriculture are spokes- 
men for one or another farm graup. 

Members of committees dealing with 
natural resources are most likely to be 
spokesmen for those who wish to ex- 
ploit those resources to the limit or 
beyond. 

The same influence carries over into 
the executive departments. 

Interior Secretary McKay is certainly 
not a distinguished conservationist; He 
is a former Governor of the State of 
Oregon, whose citizens are hell-bent on 
spending federal money to make worth- 
less desert lands fruitful. 

Representative D’Ewart (Rep.), Mon- 
tana, is chairman of the Lands sub- 
committee of the House Interior and 
Insular Affairs Committee because many 
of his constituents are cattlemen who 
want to use public lands as their own. 

There would be a greater sense of 
trusteeship if every congressional com- 
mittee were composed of members who 
have no direct interest in the subjects 
with which the committee deals, but 


that is not the way of politics. 


As Mr. Gabrielson noted, what he 
termed the worst of the “gimme” bills 
ran into rough weather as soon as they 
were exposed to the impartial inspec- 
tion of the whole Congress. 

There is a good deal of conscientious 
concern for the national interest in 


Congress, and a considerable response 


to public opinion as it is mobilized 
against special interests. 

But it is in the nature of things that 
the special interests will have the 
strongest voice in the committees, 


FHA’s ‘Socialism’ Pays Off 


From The Milwaukee Journal 


Over 20 years the Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) home loan insur- 
ance program Has been called many 
thi To a few people it was “social- 
ism.” To others it was a means of sub- 
sidizing” builders. 

But to the American people it has 
been the means of buying 3,940,000 
housing units (3,300,000 separate mort- 
oe and of providing 16,600,000 loans 
or improving and repairing existing 
homes. It did this not by lending gov- 
ernment money but by insuring loans 

by private lenders under FHA 
ards. The premiums for that in- 
surance have been paid by borrowers. 


The whole business started in the de- 


portance, too, has been FHA’s influence 
on raising building standards over the 


country. 
The other day FHA handed the Treas- 


ury Department a check for $16,500,000 
—the final payment on $65,500,000 ad- 
vanced by the Treasury over the years. 
In addition, FHA has paid the Treasury 
20,400,000 in interest at a rate of 2.25 
per cent (higher than the rate at which 
the Treasury borrowed). 
Now FHA is in business on its own 
its debts paid, its income building up 
reserves. Last year FHA took in a net of

The sleepy little English seaside town 
called Felsea had two modest claims to 
distinction. One was the legend that 
Drake Ogilvie, a prolific Victorian play- 
wright, had in the golden past spent a 
holiday there. The other was an excel- 
lent amateur theatrical society, dedi- 
cated in the years before Munich to 
the exclusive production of Ogilvie’s 
dramas, every last one of them. 

Johnny Trevose, director of the Drake 
Ogilvie Amateurs, was an odd, intense, 
lonely little man of 
50-odd, with a 

streak of fanaticism, 
a bitterness left 
over from his 
wretched child - 
hood, an ‘arrogance 
he couldn’t quite 
conquer, Regarding 
the play troupe and 
Ogilvie as his pri- 
vate preserve, he 
wasn’t happy when 
there burst upon 
the scene an ebul- 
lient, garrulous, en- 
chanting little wom- 
an of about 60, with 
a fantastic accent and idiom, who con- 
firmed the legend linking Felsea with 
Ogilvie and claimed knowledge of a 
lost Ogilvie play, “Mrs. Armitage Says 
Yes.”

Only poor 
Johnny was able to withstand such 
charm and zest, such diverting slaughter 
of English, such culinary genius, such 
a blithe habit of embroidering. upon 
dull truth. In the long run, of rse, 
Eugenia won him over, too—ended his 
loneliness, transformed him into a real- 
ly human being.

Is First of Type Ap- 
proved by Adminis- 
tration. 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (UP) 


President Eisenhower gave his 
support today to proposed power 
and reclamation projects total- 
ing $930,343,000 for development 
of the upper Colorado river 
basin, 

The President's recommenda- 
tion included support for pro- 
posed construction of the con- 
troversial Echo Park dam and 
storage project in Dinosaur Na- 
tional Monument, in northern 
Colorado and Utah, at a cost of 
$176,400,000. This project 18 
vigorously opposed by conser- 
vation and other groups. 

The President also indorsed 
the key Glen Canyon (Ariz.) dam 
and storage project at a cost of 
$421,300,000. 

Mr. Eisenhower said the over- 
all plan for the river basin is 
“a comprehensive, well-planned 
development.” 

The upper Colorado river 
basin proposal is the first major 
reclamation program to be ap- 
proved by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

Representative William H. 
Harrison (Rep.), Wyoming, 
chairman of a House subcom- 
mittee which has been consider- 
ing the upper Colorado water 
project, said the group might 
vote Monday on legislation em- 
bodying them. 

The subcommittee completed 
hearings on the legislation in 
January. It has not yet re- 
ceived a report from the Budget 
Bureau on the project, how- 
ever, and Harrison said the vote 
would not be taken until the 
report has been received, 

Legislation Being Prepared. 

He said legislation embodying 
the Administration recommen- 
dations now is being prepared 
for introduction in Congress. A 
House Interior subcommittee 
has been holding hearings on 
proposals which cover most of 
the Administration proposals. It 
As scheduled to meet Monday to 
vote on these development pro- 
posals. 

The Administration program 
is being worked out by the De- 
partment of the Interior and 
the Bureau of the Budget. 

Mr. Eisenhower also recom- 
mended authorization by Con- 
gress for 11 irrigation projects 
totaling $304,356,000. Another 
project, the Eden project, al- 
ready authorized at a cost of 
$7,287,000, was included in the 


over-all basin development plan. | 


Mr. Eisenhower said the rec- 
ommendations are based on a 
plan prepared by Secretary of 
Interior Douglas McKay and re- 
viewed by. the Budget Bureau. 

“The development,” the Pres- 
ident said, “will conserve water, 
enabling the region to increase 
supplies for municipal uses, in- 
dustrial development and irri- 
gation. It will develop much- 
needed electric power.” 

The President said the devel- 
opment calls for “sound financ- 
ing.” Legislation now being 
drafted will set up a fund so that 
the entire project will be con- 
structed and paid for as a basin 
program.” 

Calis Dams ‘Key Units.’ 

Mr. Eisenhower said the Echo 
Park and Glen Canyon dams 
“are key units strategically lo- 
cated to provide the necessary 
storage of water to make the 
plan work at its maximum ef- 
ficiency.” 

His recommendations also in- 
cluded $21,000,000 for the rec- 
reational development of Dino- 
saur National Monument. 

The President said he is de- 
ferring any recommendations on 
the $178,825,000 Shiprock unit 
of the Navajo project until Mc- 
Kay has completed a study now 
under way. 


Mr. Eisenhower said he hopes 
Congress will “give early con- 
sideration” to enactment of the 
Administration’s basin proposal. 

“I firmly believe,” 
Executive said, “development of 
the upper Colorado river basin 

. is in the national interest.”

Bishop Says It Should 
Follow Rules That Ex- 
press ‘American Tra- 
dition.” 


The Administration and Con- 
gress were asked yesterday by 
Methodist Bishop G. Bromley 
Oxnam of Washington, D.C., “to 
face up to the issue (of the Com- 
munist party as a conspiracy) 
and give the nation a construc- 
tive answer in terms of a joint 
congressional committee.” He 
spoke to a gathering here of 
3000 public school teachers. 

In an address at Washington 
University Field House, he urged 
that such a body work “under 
rules that express the American 
tradition.” He added it should 
be “charged with the responsi- 
bility of securing the informa- 
tion necessary upon which to 


base sound legislation.” 


While conceding valuable serv- 
ice has been given by some sub- 
committees, he declared: 

“The disgraceful abuse of the 
investigative process on the part 
of some men whose incompeten- 
cy is inexcusable means that, in- 
stead of facing the Communist 
menace constructively, funds and 
services are wasted in sorry spec- 
tacles at once un-American and 
unproductive. ...” 

Bishop Oxnam declared flat- 
ly: “I am referring to Senator 
McCarthy, Representative Velde 
and Senator Jenner,” each of 
whom heads a congressional in- 
vestigating group, and continued: 

“There can be no liberty where 
dissent is regarded as disloyalty 
and deviation from party line is 
declared treachery. When ruling 
groups decapitate the opposition, 
instead of dignifying it, men are 
in shackles. 

“Political leaders capitalizing 
upon 8 for political ad- 

vantage ... are either too stupid 
to serve as representatives of the 
people or are so subversive as 
to be doing work that meets the 
full approval of the Communists. 
“The un-American practices of 
some individuals have become 
contagious. Self-appointed vigi- 
lante groups composed of un- 
qualified and irresponsible indi- 

viduals seek to pass judgment on 
our schools, churches, philan- 
thropic foundations, on labor | 
leadership and on business itself. | 
“These little people would de- | 
termine what books should be 
on the shelves of our libraries, | 
what may be taught in our 
schools, what may be preached | 
from our pulpits.

F. Brice Jr., her maid, the facul- 
ty and some of the students at 
the school helped foil the kid- 
naping. 

One of the teachers, Manvel 
Schauffler, 29, was shot in the 
left hand while struggling with 
the man, said by Mrs. Brice to 
be drunk or doped. Schauffler's 
wound was not serious. 

Police Chiefs Account. 

According to Police - Chief 

James Purcell, this is what hap- 
pened: The man, armed with 
a pistol, forced his way into the 
Brice home yesterday, demand- 
ing that the boy, “Butch,” be 
turned over to him. Mrs. Brice 
told him the ‘child was not at 
home, 
The man then forced her and 
her maid, Lizzie May Brown, to 
drive him in Mrs. Brice’s car 
to the fashionable Catlin-Hill- 
side school. On the way the 
man said he wanted $300,000 
ransom. 

The frightened mother con- 
vinced him the school would not 
release the child, and went, her. 
self, to the assistant principal's 
office and told him to call the 
police, “I have a kidnaper in 
the car.” 

At this point the man rushed 
into the office. Mrs. Brice. ran 
screaming down the hall to the 
fifth-grade room, yelling, “Hold 
the door. He’s after me.” 

A teacher, Mrs. Emma Lou 
Lawrence, leaned against the 
door and called to some of the 
students in her fifth-grade class 
to help. 

Wounding of Teacher. 

Meantime, Schauffler, aroused 
by the screams, dashed ‘from his 
room. He grappled with the 
man and suffered the minor bul- 
let wound. 

The man then tried again to 
push open the fifth-grade door 
and when he failed, fired a shot 
through the door which missed 
Mrs. Lawrence by inches. The 
man finally pushed his way into 
the room and fired another shot, 
Mrs. Lawrence said. 

At this point, the man became 
frightened, left the school on 
foot and disappeared into sur- 
rounding woods.

Rebel Forces Besieging 
Dien Bien Phu Hit by 
French Artillery Fire, 


Planes. 


HANOI, Indochina, March 20 
(AP) — The French bombed, 
strafed and raked with artillery 
fire the Viteminh rebel forces 
besieging Dien Bien Phu today. 
Some Communist-led troops 
were digging in only 200 yards 
from the main barbed wire bar- 
ricades of the fortress. 


In the 120th day of siege, de- 
fending ground. forces clashed 
in minor skirmishes with rebel 
units probing the defenses of 
the northwest Indochinese 
stronghold in the heart of the 
mountainous Thai country which 
borders on Red China. 


There were no frontal as- 
saults by the enemy, however, 
such as marked the first four 
days of this first major open 
battle in the seven-year war 
against the forces of Moscow- 
trained Ho Chi Minh. 


Vietminh artillery continued 
to pour fire into the 24-square-

mile French-held plain, and the 
enemy carried out elaborate dig- 
ging-in operations close to the 
fortifi area. 

‘The French said the rebels 
shelled ambulance planes com- 
ing into Dien Bien Phu bear- 
ing Red Cross markings, mak- 
ing it more and more difficult 
to evacuate the wounded from 
the area. There was no indica- 
tion, however,’ how the trans- 
port, heliocopter and parachute 
airlift which has supplied the 
encircled fortress was f ‘ 


The Vietminh ignored broad- 
east appeals from the French 
for a brief cease-fire to permit 
the removal of sick and wound- 
ed by plane. After the first 
series of wild, almost suicidal 
Vietminh attacks were repulsed 
early this week, the French 
agreed to stop shooting long 
enough to permit the rebels to 
gather up their casualties, piled 
high by withering fire from 
within the fortress. 


The French continued to ex- 
press confidence they can repel 
any assault the Vietminh can 
make on Dien Bien Phu. 

French fighters and bombers 
ranged over the area at will, 
blasting away with half-ton 
bombs, fire bombs, rockets and 
machine-gun fire at the enemy 
positions. Fierce artillery duels 
also continued between the op- 
posing forces.

WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) 
~-Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, today de- 
layed again his report dissent- 
ing from findings of a subcom- 
mittee majority that Senator 
Dennis Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico, should be unseated. 

He said the would release it 
for publication Sunday morning; 


earlier he had planned to make 


it public yesterday or today. 
Hennings was the only Demo- 
crat on the three-member Senate 
subcommittee which investigated 
the 1952 senatorial election in 
New Mexico, after Patrick J. 


Hurley, Republican, who was 
defeated by Chavez, charged 
there had been fraud and other 
irregularities. 

Republican Senators Barrett 
of Wyoming and Potter of Mich- 
igan, other members of the 
group, have recommended that 
the election be declared void 
and that the Senate find no one 
was elected. Such a move would 
unseat Chavez. 

The subcommittee’s majority 
recommendation was adopted by 
the Senate Rules Committee on 
a 5-to-4 vote which followed 
party lines. The Senate is to 
open debate on the matter Mon- 
day. A vote is expected late 
Tuesday or Wednesday. The 
matter is of especial political 
importance because of the pres- 
ent lineup in the Senate—48 
Democrats, 47 Republicans and 
one Independent. 


Grabs Wife’s Accuser at Inquiry 
On Reds, Threatens to Kill Him 


Former FCC Commissioner Calls Ex-Com- 


munist ‘Dirty Dog’: at Stormy 
New Orleans Hearing. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 20 
(UP) — Clifford Durr, former 
Federal Communications com- 


missioner, grabbed ex-Commu- 
nist Paul Crouch and threatened 
to kill him today at a stormy fi- 
nal session of a three-day hear- 
ing by the Senate Internal Se- 
curity subcommittee. 

Durr, a Montgomery (Ala.’ at- 
torney and husband of Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Durr, sister-in-law of Su- 
preme Court Justice Hugo 
Black who yesterday denied she 
was a Communist, grabbed 
Crouch by the sleeve as he left 
the witness stand and shouted: 
“You dirty dog—I will kill you 
for talking about my wife.” 
Crouch, a former Communist 
organizer in the South, is now 
employed by the Immigration 
Service. He testified yesterday 
that Mrs. Durr had “plotted 
with the Communists” and had 
— under Communist diseip- 
me.“ 

Mrs. Durr, who refused to 
answer most questions put to 
her by the committee, denied 
she was a Communist or had 
ever been under party discip- 
line. 

Tells of Spy Ring. 

The incident today occurred 
after Crouch testified that an 
espionage ring operated in the 
White House in the pre-war 
years from 1934 to 1942 and 
that Mrs. Durr had “full knowl- 
edge of the conspiracy.” 

As Crouch stepped from the 
stand at this point, Durr, who 
appeared at the hearing today 
under the care of a physician, 
grabbed him and had to be 
dragged off by United States 
marshals. . 

Durr, who was an FCC com- 
missioner from 1941 to 1948, 
was accused yesterday by 
Crouch of being a Communist. 
He denied the charge and de- 
manded that either he or 
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Crouch be charged with per- 
jury. 

An earlier witness, Miles Hor- 
ton, a teacher at the Highland 
Folk School at Mounteagle, 
Tenn., was ejected from the 
courtroom by United States 
marshals after he and Senator 
James Eastland (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, engaged in a heated 
argument. 4 

In his testimony, Crouch said 
the White House espionage ring 
was operated by Joseph Gelders, 
one of the founders of the now 
defunct Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare; the Rev. 
Malcolm Dobbs, former official 
for the conference; Howard Lee, 
an attorney; Joseph Lash, young 
Communist League member and 
Gilbert Parks. 


Crouch said these five gained 
access to top government in- 
formation from various officials. 
including the President, but said 
if the President and his wife 
had suspected the five were 
Communists, they would have 
been immediately denied access 
to the White House. 


Accused By 2 Ex-Reds. 


In yesterday's heated session, 
Mrs. Durr and former national 
youth administrator Aubrey 
Williams, now president of the 
Southern Conference Education 
Fund which is being investigated 
by the committee, were accused 
by Crouch and also former Com- 
munist John Butler of dealings 
with the Communist party. Wil- 
liams was accused of being a 
Communist. 

Williams, who said he has 
headed the S.C.E.F. for the last 
six years, angrily denied he had 
ever been a Communist and said 
Butler lied in saying Williams 
once attended a cl Commu- 
nist meeting at Nashville, Tenn., 
in 1942. 


Williams threatened to sue 
Butler for libel “the minute 
you make that statement with- 
out the protection granted by 
this committee.”

ISRAEL ASKSUN. 
TO CHIDE JORDAN 
OVER KILLINGS 


Arab Nation Denies Re- 
sponsibility for Mas- 
sacre on Bus, Offers 
Help. 


JERUSALEM, March 20 (AP) 
Israel asked the United Na- 
tions last night to call Jordan 
to task” for the Negeb desert 
ambush of a bus in which 11 
Jews were killed. 

Jordan denied responsibility 


for the massacre Wednesday on 
Scorpion pass, near the Jordan 
frontier, and offered to help 
hunt down the killers. 

Acceptance of the aid offered 
was announced by a government 
spokesman in Jerusalem. He 
said the Israeli army had or- 
dered the Israel-United Nations 
search team in the desert to 
take on Jordanian trackers to- 
day. 

Another statement by the Is- 
raeli government, however, 
placed the blame for the kill- 
ings squarely “at the door of 
the Jordan government” and de- 
manded that it take “drastic 
measures to put an end to the 
intolerable situation. 

The statement followed a 

meeting between Premier Moshe 
Sharett and Gen. Vagn Bennike, 
head of the U.N. observers truce 
team. ‘ 
In that meeting, the announce- 
ment said, the Premier told Ben- 
nike there was no doubt the kill- 
ing was planned and organized 
in Jordan, He added he believed 
the “operation” was conceived 
by a military center. 

“The murderous gang was not 
roaming the area in quest of 
casual prey, but had marched 
long distances over difficult 
country to reach a fixed destina- 
tion and carry out the murder- 
ous task assigned it,“ the Israeli 
statement said. 

It added that a Jordan cam- 
paign of hatred against its Jew- 
ish neighbor had created an at- 
mosphere favorable for hatch- 
ing of such “plots.” 

Jordan denied earlier that its 
citizens were involved, and Brig. 
Gen. John B. Glubb, British 
commander of Jordan’s Arab 
Legion, offered to help track 
down the killers.

Italy Lacks Means 
of Solving Eco- 
nomic Problem.

T was a foregone conclusion 
that an anti-Communist cam- 
paign would be one of the 
first acts of Italy’s new Premier 
Scel 


ba. 

Scelba has been a foremost 
Communist fighter ever since 
the war. 

There is grave doubt, how- 
ever, that purely repressive 
measures will do the job. 

As time goes on, and one 
Italian government after an- 
other faiis to remove the funda- 
mental unrest on which Com- 
munism feeds, the party con- 
tinues to attract support from 
non-members. It gets the pro- 
test vote. 

Mussolini tried to solve the 
problem of Italian overpopula- 
tion through colonialism, which 
got him into fatal trouble. 
Democratic regimes since the 
war have tried bootstrap opera- 
tions with American aid. Prog- 
ress has been made, but it is 
insufficient. 

Land Reform Moves Slowly. 

An attempt to carry out a 
land reform program in the 
south has moved very slowly. 
In the north, Communists have 
almost completely taken over 
one industrial center after an- 
other. 

Corruption among the aristoc- 
racy has aided them. Many busi- 
ness men and industrialists con- 
sider it a reflection on their 
smartness to be caught paying 
taxes. Resulting inequalities aid 
the Communists too. 

One of the chief Red appeals 
to public sentiment lies in the 
fact that they led the wartime 
partisan movement, that they 
were fighting for Italy when 
others were not. They blotted 
out Mussolini. 

A few years after the war 
they were about ready to take 
control of Italy. They had cached 
their wartime arms. American 
intelligence agents were report- 
ing that they could act success- 
fully any day. 

American aid and an Allied 
promise to return Trieste turned 
the tide in the 1948 elections. 
The Communists began to go 
downhill. In the last year they 
have begun to come back. Some 
observers estimate they are now 
in position again for a coup. 
‘Others disagree. However, al- 
though they have been frozen 
out of the government, revela- 
tions that they have been using 
government facilities, such as 
office space and a printing plant, 
suggest they have _ infiltrated 
heavily at some points. 

Scelba is out to stop this in-

NEW YORK, March 20 (AP) 
— Police are looking for $30,000 
in cash and “another woman” 
in the case of the runaway 
bridegroom who left his 67-year- 
old bride of two days but took 
along her $243,000 bankroll and 
jewels. 


Percy William Herman, 49 
years old, and Mrs. Dyoll Pra- 
ther Herman were married in 
Palm Beach, Fla., on March 2. 
They started on their honey- 
moon by car with the cash plus 
$59,600 of her jewels. 


At Fredericksburg, Va., on 
March 4, Herman dropped his 


bride off at a motel and was 
looking for a garage to have the 
car repaired, he said, when he 
thought he was being followed 
and got “nervous.” Herman told 
this story last Monday when he 
was picked up in New York by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 


Puts Up His Bail. 


His bride relented when they 
met in New York and asked of- 
ficials to cancel her complaint, 
but they refused. She put up 
$10,000 bail for Herman. 


Yesterday federal officials 
told Mrs. Herman they re- 
covered the jewels and $213,000 
in cash in two safety deposit 
boxes in banks here. But another 
deposit box, they said, con- 
tained nothing but ozone.” 


Further, authorities said, Her- 
man checked into a Broadway 
hotel March 8 with a Kathleen 
Nagler and put most of the 
money in the safe deposit boxes 
in her name. 


Assistant United States Attor- 
ney William Esbitt said the 
Nagler woman gave an Ore- 
gon address (Central Point), and 
that Herman gave a California 
address (Millbrae). Esbitt said 
the couple took a suite with two 
bedrooms and à connecting 
door.

Mrs. Herman said she was

M’CARTHY RECALL 
MOVE PICKING UP, 
SPONSOR REPORTS 


SAUK CITY, Wis., March 20 
(UP)—The Sauk City weekly 
Star, sponsor of a movement to 
recall Senator Joseph R. McCar- 
thy (Rep.), Wisconsin, said to- 
day that out of 4000 petitions 
he printed for state distribution 
only 500 were left. 

Leroy Gore, owner of the 
Star, said his proposal for a 
petition campaign to force Mc- 
Carthy to stand for a recall is 
picking up support throughout 
the state. The petition simply 
states: “I, the undersigned, do 
petition for the recall of Senator 
Joseph McCarthy of Appleton.” 

He said he received tele- 
phone calls from as far away 
as New York. All who called 
were in favor of the recall, he 
said. Several other weekly edi- 
tors and one labor group have 
offered to help with the proj- 
ect, he said. 

A recall election would re- 
quire 400,000. signatures col- 
lected within a 60-day period. If 
enough valid signatures were 
presented, the secretary of 
state would call a special elec- 
tion in 40 to 45 days. 

Gore said, “I’m doing this 
because I thought it's about 
time something was done, even 
if it’s only a protest.” 


MUSEUM'S STOLEN 
DARTS RETURNED 
BY 4 SMALL BOYS

NEW YORK, March 20 — A 
gourd quiver containing about 
50 blowgun darts, possibly poi- 
sonous, stolen from an Indian 
exhibit at the American Museum 
of Natural History, was received 
last night from the four small 
boys who stole them. 

The boys apparently had not 
been scratched by the darts, but 
as a precaution they were ex- 
amined by a doctor for evidence 
of the respiratory symptoms pro- 
duced by the poisonous curare 
in which the darts were believed 
to have been dipped. There was 
none. 

The boys, whose names were 
withheld because of their age, 
said they drifted into the mu- 
seum after watching the St. 
Patrick's day parade, and were 
so fascinated by the darts that 
they stole them. 

Last night the father of one 
of the boys saw them playing 
with the darts and recognized 
them from pewspaper accounts 
of their disappearance. He took 
the boys and the weapons to a 
police station.

Gina ee Plays Con- 
certo by Rachmaninoff, 
Her Former Teacher.

Gina Bachauer, Greek plan- 
ist and a pupil of Rachmaninoff, 
was the assisting artist with the 


St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
yesterday afternoon at Kiel to 
Auditorium in a performance of 
her celebrated preceptor’s Con- 
certo No. 2 in C Minor. The 
popularity of this work is evi- 
dently grounded in the principle 
which holds that the sorrows of 
life are the joys of art for cer- 
Rachmaninoff's pessim- 
ism is pervasive in this and oth- 
er works. 

Mme. Bachauer’s performance, 
however, did not labor the ob- 
vious qualities of this concerto.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“Never Too Late to Mend.” 
HE saying that “It is never 
too late to mend” has been 
a favorite for centuries with 

American and English writers in 
the widest literary categories. It 
is considered an old English 
proverb, its origin attributed to 
Robert Greene, the celebrated 
sixteenth-century English poet 
and pamphleteer. 

“Amends may never come too 

late,” does appear in the dia- 


Thomas Lodge, the latter also a 
poet and writer of romances. 
But this work is not the saying's 
source, even as between Eng- 
lishmen, as we shall see. 

Let us say to the reader to 
whom the maxim smacks of a 
vintage earlier than the six- 
teenth century that the wisdom 
of classical antiquity can indeed 
not be ignored here. “Seneca 
wrote, “It is never too late to 
tread the path to honesty.” And 
the possibilities of the new leaf 
are not newly overed, any 
more than the Bible's “firebrand 
plucked out of the burning.“ 

Only the saying in this word- 
ing, “It is never too late to 
mend,” is English axiom, and 
here we go back farther into the 
past than the attribution gen- 
erally made to Greene’s work 
of 1590. Anonymous though its 
authorship, a “Petition to the 
Mayor of London,” dating in the 
year 1433, turns up these words: 
“Better to amend late than 
never.” 

Moreover, John Lydgate, the 
English poet born about 1370, 
whose “Assembly of the Gods” 
appeared in 1420, declared in 
this work that Vice to foresake 
is better late than never!”

On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


(St. Louis Health Commissioner) 


CCIDENTS were responsible 
A to 514 deaths among resi- 

dents of St. Louis last year, 
and ranked fourth among the 
first 10 causes of death. 
. They were exceeded only by 
heart disease, cancer and cere- 
bral vascular diseases, and ac- 
counted for 5 per cent of the 
total resident deaths. 

Although there are no records 
of non-fatal accidents it has 
been estimated that for every 
accidental death there are at 
least 100 ‘non-fatal injuries — 
from minor cuts and scratches 
to permanent disabling injuries. 


This means that in St. Louis. 


accidents occur at the rate of 
about one every 10 minutes. 
«h * * 

AN ANALYSIS of these 514 
accident deaths indicates that 
the home is the most dangerous 
place, contributing 214 deaths 
or 41.5 r cent of the total. 
Motor vehicle accidents claimed 
118 lives or 23 per cent; 168 ac- 
cidents or 32.7 per cent oc- 
curred in public places; with 
only 14 or 2.7 per cent attrib- 
uted to occupation. 

Among children, accidents are 
the leading cause of death in 
the age 1 to 15. Last year 30 
children in these age groups 
were killed in St. Louis, as com- 
ared to 27 deaths from all the 

fectious and contagious dis- 
eases, including pneumonia.
